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St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain and Edmonton Alder- 
man Ron Hayter came out 
swinging at a Kiwanis meet- 
ing in the Edmonton Mac- 
donald Hotel last Monday 
afternoon, and each gave the 
impression , even if muted, 
that they would defend the 
autonomy of their ‘‘king- 
doms”’ to the bitter end. 

Alderman Hayter’s king- 
dom was ike concept of 
unitary government along 
models which had just been 
established in Toronto and 
Winnipeg - Mayor Plain’s 
against forcing the people in 
outlying areas to amalga- 
maie with Edmonton. 

The remarks of the two 
municipal politicians were 
made during a forum, the 
second in a monthly series 
after the Edmonton Kiwanis 
had decided a debate on 
annexation and amalgama- 
tion would make a more 
interesting topic than the 
breakdown in the relation- 
ship of Princess Margaret 
and Lord Snowdon. 

‘St. Albert has been 
around for 115 years,”” said 
Mayor Plain, ‘‘it’s been a 
town since 1904, and to 
suggest that we disappear - a 
cultural identity in the name 
of economic efficiency, is 
something that’s totally re- 
sisted.”’ 

“You're forcing the people 
in outlying areas to amalga-

‘mate with Edmonton,’’ he 
added. 

Earlier Alderman Hayter 
told the Kiwanis that each 
town would be guaranteed 
representation on city council 
(if amalgamation took place), 
that unitary government was 
not one sided and that St. 
Albert ‘‘is headed in the 
same direction as Jasper 
Place, with property taxes 
shooting up.”’ 

Alderman Hayter said no 
one had the wish to gobble 
up (smaller towns) to in- 
crease the size of Edmonton 
and no one was ‘‘trying to 
put Mayor Plain out of a 


job.”’ 

Edmonton Metro needed a 
co-ordinated approach ‘‘and 
no matter how you (looked at 
it), St. Albert is a dormitory 
town and owes its existence 
to the proximity of the city.’’ 

Alderman Hayter express- 
ed the wish that the pro- 
vincial government had pro- 
ceeded with the recommen- 
dations of the McNally 
Commission of 1956 for uni- 
tary government in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary, as Edmon- 
ton was one socio-economic 
unit and stood against the 
debilitating effect of the

About 20 people in mun- 
icipal government from the 
County of Parkland, Strath- 
cona, Leduc and other 
municipalities attended the 
meeting. 

‘*We had a meeting, you 
could call it rather historic, 
with nearly all the reeves and 
municipalities excluding the 
City of Edmonton; we have 
established an Ad Hoc 
Committee of local govern- 
ments in a matter of common 
(interest),’’ the mayor sta- 
ted. 

He said the committee was 
looking for representation 
eventually from all the major 
towns and villages outside 
Edmonton, such as Fort 
Saskatchewan, Calmar, Dev- 
on, Morinville, Gibbons, Bon 
Accord, the MD of Sturgeon, 
Lac St. Anne and Mayer- 
thorpe. as well as Strathcona 
and Parkland. 

The mayor added the 
committee had been formed 
so that ‘‘we could all put our 
positions forward to the pro- 
vincial government’ parti- 
cularly on Land Use Forum 
recommendations.

‘present fragmentation.” 

As the two municipal 
officials got deeper into the 
debate, spurred on by ques- 
tions from several Kiwanis, 
Mayor Plain declared one of 
the biggest advantages of the 
smaller community was that 
“‘you can get a hold of your 
local mayor (and council) and 
relate to them.”’ 

Telling the audience he 
was a regional economist, he 
called suggestions that St. 
Albert might go bankrupt ‘‘a 
bunch of nonsense.” 

‘You can set up resi- 
dential areas and they can 
take care of themselves,’’ 
continuing, ‘'68 percent of 
the people in St. Albert earn 
$15,000 and over,”’ and ‘‘are 
we going to go bankrupt 
because of an extra $100 a 
year (on the tax bill)?”’ 

Rubbing salt in the wound, 
the mayor added that plenty 
of Edmontonians were gett- 
ing out of the city, to obtain 
the benefits of a smaller 
community. 

‘You can’t relate to big 
government,’’ Mayor Plain 
said, ‘‘even though there are 
first class people on Edmon- 
ton city council.”’ 

He suggested the recent 
example where St. Albertans 
. were given the chance to vote 
on St. Albert's own plan to 
annex 6,000 acres northeast 
of the town was a case of a 
“clear sense of community 
direction.”’ 

“Sixty-eight percent voted 
in favour of our annexation,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘.... are they 
wanting to get out of a 
bankrupt community?” 

Mayor Plain also said that 
St. Albert was encouraging 
viable industry to locate in 
the town and that this was 
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welcomed. 

He also referred to up- 
coming downtown develop- 
ment and stated, ‘‘we’ll 
shape this in 1S years.’’ 

Current Edmonton Re- 
gional Planning Commission 
policies had already brought 
about the overall framework 
for regional planning and 
would give a ‘‘co-ordinated 
view’’ the mayor said. 

He also informed the 
Kiwanis many outlying may- 
ors and reeves had gathered 
on the whole question of 
amalgamation with Edmon- 
ton. (See front page story 
‘Municipalities form big 
power block.’’) 


MORE VIEWPOINTS 


Towards the end of the 
forum, Alderman Hayter 
conceded St. Albert and 
Sherwood Park would be 
unlikely to accept annexation 
and he accused the provincial 
government of dragging its 
feet, not helping Edmonton 
bring about unitary govern- 
ment. 

He claimed that decision 
would have to be brought 
about by the provincial 
government as had been the 
case of unitary government 
coming to Winnipeg. 

‘‘We wanted to make sure 
we are not hemmed in by 
dormitory communities,’’ 
said Alderman Hayter and he 
claimed that issue was often 
an emotional one, ‘‘fought on 
history’’ ’ and not econo- 
mics. 

Alderman Hayter also 
threw out a question for 
Mayor Plain to ponder. 
Looking at the larger North 
American cities, he said, 
“the central city is where the 
poor and underprivileged 
live; how many public hous- 
ing projects have you in St. 
Albert?” 

Alderman Hayter, ack- 
nowledging that Mayor Plain 
spoke of St. Albert in 
glowing terms, said that in 
the long run the dormitory 
communities were going to 
run into problems, St. Albert 
particularly as it looked for 
industry. 

He stated many people 
were in dormitory communi- 
ties by necessity and that 


Edmonton must be accorded ° 


some influence in a unitary 
system. This would mean 
there would have to be some 
annexation; ‘‘if not, a re- 
gional system of government 
will be established.”’

Mayor Plain said three cities 
had emerged in the Ed- 
monton area, (St. Albert, 
Edmonton and Sherwood 
Park); ‘‘you were looking at a 
three city concept.”’

Sturgeon Hospital 
prepared to live 


with cutbacks 


With hospitals all over 
Alberta now trying to live 
with the provincial govern- 
ment’s 11 per cent opera- 
tional guidelines, staff at the 
Sturgeon General Hospital 
are prepared to live with the 
pee: Negepege and tighten their 
belts. 

That was the message 
which came from the regular 
meeting of the Sturgeon 
Hospital District #100 board 
meeting last Wednesday 
night as Hospital Administ- 
rator Cliff Keyes presented 
the measures taken by the 
hospital to live within the 
government guidelines. 


The provincial government 
has just handed down a 
massive $500 million budget 
for health care in Alberta in 
the coming year. 

The paring of the approved 
1976 budget for the Sturgeon 
Hospital means five full and 
part time positions have been 
eliminated through a review 
of replacements policy. 

No further vacation and 
sick leave replacements at 
the hospital will reduce costs 
by $100,000 for 1976, a 
report from Mr. Keyes said. 

The report also pointed out 
hospital employees are relie- 
ved at knowing what lies 
ahead and the ‘‘meeting on 
holding down costs helped 
staff morale.”’ 

There will be no more 
automatic replacements wh- 
en positions are terminated 
and present staff at the 
hospital may no longer be 
able to take vacations at the 
precise time they wish to. 

Sturgeon Hospital Chief of 
Staff F. Fairfield backed up 
the hospital administrator’s 
report by saying staff are not 
getting upset at the cut- 
backs, but they have been 
asked to give their input on 
what direction the hospital 
board should take now that 
harder times are here. 

In other hospital board 
business nursing staff have

The not so glowing 


reality of St. Albert 


Early this week St. Albert Mayor Dick Plain spoke of St. 
Albert in glowing terms during a forum in the Macdonald 
Hotel on the topic of annexation and amalgamation. 


He was speaking against Alderman Ron Hayter of 
Edmonton, who spoke on the virtues of unitary government 
within the Edmonton Metro framework as urban growth 


spreads. 


As Mayor Plain spoke there was a sense of euphoria as he 
told the Edmonton Kiwanis of the high quality of life in St. 
Albert, a community replete with history and a genuine 
sense of its own identity. 


Mayor Plain must have a short memory. 


While he was adamant about the possible whittling away of 
the municipal authority in Alberta’s oldest town, it is not so 
long ago that the mayor himself tried to whittle away St. 
Albert’s own independent newspaper, the St. Albert 
Gazette. To many people, a community newspaper is one of 
those services that particularly helps to maintain a 
community’s identity and they expect a newspaper to take a 
stand on issues which may not be in agreement with the 
position taken by the mayor and or councillors. s 


It is an irony that Mayor Plain, while extolling St. Albert to 
the heights and defending its independence from 
Edmonton, often chooses to call EDMONTON media when a 
ST. ALBERT story is breaking. 


In all fairness, he should contact all the media, including the 
local paper, perhaps holding the odd press conference as 
happens in other ‘‘cities.’’ 


While Mayor Plain has been fighting to keep St. Albert a 
unique town, there have been certain inconsistencies in his 
approach. 


Last Monday he talked of how easy it was for the people to 
approach the mayor and councillors in a smaller community. 
But he did not mention that there are fewer times each 
month when St. Albertans can watch their council in action.

At least two years ago, the 
St. Albert Safety Council 
expressed concern about the 
lack of an emergency vehicle 
in the town -- such as was 
needed by ‘‘Irate citizen, 
Fred Falk,’’ who made the 
front page in the Gazette on 
Wednesday, March 17.

With the Capital Punishment issue still hanging in the 
balance it is interesting to note that the abolitionists are 
coming up with some very far out (and not very factual 
reasoning). 


The latest absurdity is the statement by a learned professor 
that those favouring the death penalty are ‘‘uneducated; the 
blue-collar workers or the unemployed; the lower class of 
people among whom there is a lack of mercy and forgiveness 
and a desire for vengeance.”’ ag 


Well now, isn’t that interesting? So mercy and forgiveness 
are qualities found only among the rich and educated of our 
society? ‘ 


It is true that mob action has often been responsible for 
some very reprehensible acts, and that these mobs are often 
composed of people from the poor and uneducated of society 
- but a closer scrutiny into the situation would reveal that it 
had been the clever - and educated - person or persons who 
had incited the mob to action. 


One of history's horrendous examples of this comes to mind 
this season; it was the wealthy, powerful and educated from 
the Temple, who incited and encouraged the common 
people to demand the crucifixion of Jesus. 


History has given little indication that the aristocrats of 
Rome, France and England were so overflowing with mercy 
and forgiveness - especially where it concerned the slaves 
and peasants. 


This also applies to the wealthy American plantation owners 
and their treatment of slaves. Nor do we see much evidence 
of this attitude among the rich and education of the present 
age. 


Since lack of wealth, position, and a university education are 
considered a definite stigma to our present society, an 
argument of this sort is very apt to get many people to leap 
on to the ‘‘abolition bandwagon.” 


This issue is one that demands a lot of cool consideration 
and statements such as this we can do without. The 
alternative proposal offered by the government is as full of 
holes as a sieve.

FROM: ‘‘AN EMERGING MUNICIPAL ISSUE,” Canadian 
Symposium on Pets and Society 

‘It's raining cats and dogs,’’ is no longer only a figure of 
speech but a grim reality. 


Canadians are already suffering from pet overpopulation 
and the number of unwanted animals in Canadian shelters 
and pounds is ever increasing. 


And then there are the social costs: fecal and urine deposits, 
noise pollution, disease, bites, rabies hysteria and car 
accidents caused by roving pets, not to mention valuable 
livestock damage. 


These and other social and municipal pet-related issues will 
be focused on at the first Canadian Symposium on Pets and 
Society in Toronto this summer. 


The three-day Symposium will be held in Toronto’s Four 
Seasons Sheraton Hotel, June 23 to 25, 1976. 


The Canadian Veterinary Medical Association and the 
Canadian Federation of Humane Societies, sponsors of the 
Symposium, are urging involvement from Canadian 
municipalities, which are burdened with the costs and 
complaints from fed-up citizens. 


The 300 delegates will hear municipal, humane and 
veterinary experts outline the problems, share their 
experiences and explain such controversial issues as 
municipal spay clinics, chemical birth control, euthanasia, 
anti-pet bylaws, pet restriction in high density housing and 
the municipal and social costs to the taxpayers. Psychiatrists 
and sociologists will also discuss the social benefits of pets; 
the need for pets by the young and old, and in the treatment 
of mentally-ill patients, unresponsive to traditional methods

$1,100,000 goal 


The Alberta Division of the 
Canadian Cancer Society has 
a 1976 campaign objective of 
$1,100,000 representing an 
increase of $80,916 over last 
years actual campaign re- 
venue. Nationally, the Cana- 
dian Cancer Society has an 
objective of $12,000.000. 

“April is campaign month 
for the Canadian Cancer 
Society,’’ said Mr. Basken, 
campaign chairman for the 
Edmonton unit. ‘‘Without 
the generous donations of 
the Canadian public, our 
support of cancer research 
would not be possible. Nor 
would the Society be able to 
continue its program of 
public education and service 
to cancer patients,’’ he 
continued.

any given time - petrie dishes 
and test tubes for one major

Research, funded through 
public contributions to the 
Canadian Cancer Society, 
also required new buildings 
to house research centres, 
Salaries need to be paid 
full-time scientists, labora- 
tory technicians and assis- 
tants. 

And, i: was pointed out, 
research is paying off. For 
example, in the 1950’s about 
43% of breast cancer pat- 
ients survived five years - 
now it ranges between 55% 
and 60%. For cancer of the 
prostate, the use of drugs in 
the cancer program has 
improved the survival rate 
from 30% to more than’50%. 
Nearly 100% of skin cancer is 
now curable. 

‘‘The entire emphasis of 
the 1976 fund-raising and 
education campaign is on 
action: the action of pro- 
tecting oneself against can- f 
cer; the action of protecting 
others through this support 
of cancer research," con- 
cluded Mr. Basken.

Switch on the sun and turn off the furnace 


A little boy is burning 
holes in dead leaves by 
focusing rays of the sun 
through a magnifying glass. 
He grows impatient with his 
game, brushes warnings 
aside, and concentrates the 
miniature beam directly onto 
his hand. ‘‘Ow, it’s so hot.’’.’ 

Dr. A. I. Mlavsky, exe- 
cutive vice-president of the 
Mobil Tyco Solar Energy 
Corporation near Boston 
believes that people must 
become aware of the sun’s 
enormous potential to help 
solve the threatened energy 
shortage. 

“If we want to have solar 
energy in our society by the 
year 2000, we’ve got to teach 
energy technology, energy 
economics, energy manage- 
ment - and we’ve got to 
begin today; otherwise we’ll 
never have a solar revolu 
tion.”’ 

Don Poole, of New Home 
Certification Program, points 
out that virtually all energy 
consumed by man has been 
fathered by the sun. Coal, 
oil, and gas are residues of 
plants and animals once fired 
to life by the warm rays of 
our nearest star. Solar heat 
also drives the earth’s rain 
cycle, powering modern hy- 
droelectric generators. Wi- 
ndmills that pump water or 
produce electricity turn be- 
cause of solar-heated curr- 
ents of air. Even wood is a 
form of solar energy, cap- 
tured in convenient packag- 
ing. 

But the earth is fast 
running out of these precious 
reserves of ‘‘stored sun- 
shine.’’ At our current pace, 
we will consume in the next 
25 years alone an amount 
equal to all the energy used 
by man in recorded history. 
If such consumption con- 
tinues, obviously alternative 
sources must be found. 

‘The solar energy that 
falls upon the Arabian Pen- 
insula in one year is greater 
than twice the oil reserves of 
this entire globe,’’ declares 
Dr. George C. Szego of 
InterTechnology Corporation 
in Warrenton, Virginia. 

Harvesting this diffuse 
energy is clearly possible, 
but doing it economically 


remains the major problem 
as Dr. Robert C. Seamans, 
Jr., head of the Energy 
Research and Development 
Administration (ERDA), 
says: ‘‘.,. to make solar 
energy economically comp- 
etitive will require good, 
hard-nosed engineering.’’ 

The sun’s energy is being 
put to limited use in homes 
and buildings around the 
world. The most common 
example are roof-top solar 
heaters that provide cheap 
hot water for washing and 
bathing. Estimates vary, but 
certainly more than a million 
of these simple heaters are 
now in use world-wide, in 
such countries as the Soviet 
Union, Israel, Japan and 
Australia and in such states 
as Florida and California. 

By the year 2000 today’s 
dawning solar technologies 
may have become a 25-bill- 
ion-dollar-a-year industry. 
This is the prediction of 
Walter Morrow, associate 
director of the Lincoln 
Laboratory of the Massachu- 
settes Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Using solar energy to heat 
homes has.a number of social 
as well as technical obstacles 
to overcome. For example: 


‘Even if an economical system 


were available for homes, 
who would install and main- 
tain it: Sheet metal workers? 
Roofers? Plumbers? Electri- 
cians? It is not clear which 
group would have juris- 
diction. 

The business of building 
homes presents another ob- 
stacle. For a serious impact, 
thousands of architects and 
contractors would need to 
begin installing solar equip- 
ment. But the building 
trades have been tradition- 
ally resistant to innovative 
changes. 

Standards of equipment 
performance also have to be 
set. Building codes need 
adapting. The concept of 
‘‘sun rights’’ has to be 
incorporated into city zoning 
laws (may a tall building 
shadow a lower one?) Tax 
legislation may be needed to 
allow homeowners credit for 
solar investments.

Research Council say that 
even in mid-winter solar 
power can be used to provide 
supplementary home heat- 
ing. 

“We are trying to have the 
basic data available to help 
someone with a proposal for 
using solar energy,’’ said Dr. 
Terry Rachuk of the council’s 
industrial and engineering 
services department. 

The council, with a view of 
assisting industry in taking 
advantage of available solar 
technology, is collecting data 
on the latest development of 
solar energy systems and the 
amount of sunshine Alberta 
receives. 

Solar energy systems in 
the home could be used ‘to 
supplement conventional 
furnaces and reduce natural 
gas bills, but the capital cost 
of such a system is extremely 
high, said Dr. Rachuk. 

‘The Federal Government 
recently provided a $60,000 
grant to cover the cost of a 
solar heating system for an 
experimental home heating 
project in Toronto.’’ The 
United States has spent 
billions of dollars already in 
this same field of study. 

The research council’s 
surveys show that Alberta’s 
generally cloudless skies 
provide the province with a 
relatively large amount of 
solar energy and that by 
angling absorbant materials 
towards the sun’s rays, the 
disadvantage of solar energy 
in northern latitudes can be 
reduced. 

Alberta’s sunshine is not 
intense enough to create the 
extremely high temperatures 
required by industry, but as 
a basic collection system 
could generate heats strong 
enough to dry grain. 

Environment Canada me- 
asures solar energy at seven 
stations in Alberta, British 
Columbia and Northwest 
Territories." These stations 
show that the amount of 
sunlight varies greatly thr- 
oughout the province with 
southern areas receiving

total of 48 classes in the next 
school year. They have 
sufficient space for 43 only. 
Looking at the student popu- 
lations, the two schools have 
a surplus of 98 students. 

In his report, the super- 
intendent indicated that the 
semester system at the high 
school could be adapted to 
the grade nine core program 
and he anticipated no serious 
difficulties with staffing.

‘Teen-agers often hear too 
‘much preaching and too few

2. Acne

3. Meatless Diets 

Because of the lack of 
research into the nutritional 
status and dietary patterns of 
Canadian vegetarians, limi- 
ted guidelines are available 
and individual counselling is 
recommended. A vegetarian 
diet can be a good diet but it 
has to be carefully chosen 
and it requires considerable 
know-how. 

4. Nutrition and Pregnan- 
cy. 

Both teen-age girls and 
expectant mothers have sim- 
ilar nutritional demands wh- 
ich are especially high. The 
pregnant teen-ager therefore 
has exceedingly high nuttri- 
tional needs (especially for 
nutrients such as calcium, 
protein and iron), which 
require special efforts to 
satisfy.

more successful with some 
teen-agers than three meals 
a day without snacks. 

Obese children tend to 
become obese adults who 
find weight reduction diffi- 
cult. 

Obesity runs in families, 
but exact proportionate in- 
fluences of genetics and en- 
vironment are not known. 
Regardless of genetic in- 
fluences, the principle that 
in-take of calories (in food) 
must be less than output of 
calories (in energy), in order 
to lose weight still applies. 
However, metabolic predis- 
position to obesity may make 
it more difficult for some 
people to lose or control 
weight. 

An effective reducing plan 
must involve a significant 
and consistent change in 
dietary habits. 

6. Breakfast 

Eating breakfast causes 
the blood sugar level to rise 
above the pre-breakfast le- 
vel. How long it stays above 
this level is influenced by a 
number of factors: 

*increased activity dec- 
reases blood sugar levels. 

*high carbohydrate break- 
fasts that are low in protein 
result in fall of blood sugar 
below fasting level after two - 
three hours, with sharp 
fall-off in work performance 
and ability to concentrate. 

*blood sugar levels return 
to fasting levels more quickly 
for teen-agers than for young 
adults. 

*students who ate break- 
fasi turned out more work 
during the late morning 
hours, were quicker in re- 
actions, and did not tire as 
easily. 

*students who skipped 
breakfast took longer to 
make decisions, and work 
output was less.

WATER TURN-OVER 


Water is a universal solvent 
that makes it possible for man 
and most other kinds of life to 
survive. Yet most of us know 
little about this very necessary 
substance, 

We drink water daily, swim 
in it occasionally. We boat 
upon it, fish in it, need it for 
crops and curse it for floods. 
Yet without water, we would 
perish. Fish depend upon water 
for life, too, and its temperature 
is one of the factors that deter- 
mines where fish can live. 

Knowing what happens to 
hot and cold water in a lake is 
important to fishing success. Re- 
search by the outdoor recrea- 
tion department at Mercury 
outboards shows that most 
fishermen are on the alert for a 
semi-annual phenomenon called 
the “turn-over,” which displaces 
cold and warm waters in a lake. 

This natural action occurs 
each Spring and winter. In each 
case, cold dense water at the 
top is mixed with warmer water 
underneath, carrying a_ high 
quantity of dissolved oxygen to 
the depths, Fish seek the greater 
amount of oxygen and _there- 
fore rise and descend with their 
preferred habitat. 

Water can become so warm 
in summer that it contains little 
oxygen and therefore few fish. 
The ideal water temperatures 
vary with the species of fish, but 
for practical purposes water 
that is less than 80 degrees F 
and more than 39 degrees F is 
suitable for fish life. Warmer 
water contains too little oxygen 
and colder water is subject to 
quick freezes. 

An ordinary medical ther- 
mometer, or an electronic fish- 
ing thermometer, is handy to 
have aboard your fishing boat. 
Some anglers are beginning to 
use new, inexpensive oxygen 
meters to assist them in finding 
the best deoth for fishing.

Deadline for 
stabilization claims 


The deadline for submitt- 
ing claims for federal sta- 
bilization payments under 
the Cow Slaughter Stabili- 
zation program and the Beef 
Cattle Stabilization program 
is April 30, 1976. 

The Cow Stabilization pro- 
gram, in effect from Nov- 
ember 16, 1974 until April 
30, 1975, authorizes federal 
government payments of 
$5.08 per hundredweight 
(liveweight) on all cows 
slaughtered during that per- 
iod. 


tion program, in effect from 
August 12, 1974 to August 
11, 1975, authorizes the 
payment of 48¢ per hundred- 
weight (liveweight) on all 
cattle in grades A, Band C 
which were sold for slaughter 
during that period.

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Hacking at the roots 
of people's health

Two million, two hundred and twenty-five thousand, two 
hundred and ninety dollars sounds like a lot of money for 
one “‘business’’ to handle over a year period. 

That’s what the Sturgeon General Hospital will be 
spending on the overall operation for the upcoming year and 
there are complaints that it will not be enough, from the 
local Sturgeon Hospital Board #100. 

Considering that the budget is about $4 million more 
than last year’s the complaints would seem to be 
unfounded. 

Recently, 30 Alberta hospitals decided to live within the 
11 percent anti-inflation guidelines set by the provincial 
government and the Sturgeon General was one of them. 

Looking closely at the reasons for the complaints, hospital 
administrator at the Sturgeon General, Cliff Keyes says that 
one of the reasons why the 1976 operational budget was 
appealed was that a primary area needed adjusting. That 
area is the outpatients’ revenue field. 

The Alberta Hospital Services Commission is determined 
to keep to 1975 ceilings on outpatients care at the Sturgeon 
General and this when the outpatients department has 
shown a 40 percent increase over the previous year. 
According to the hospital administrator, that department 
could expand by 25 percent this year, and along with costs 
up in salaries and supplies it looks as though the hospital 
will have a job making ends meet. 

Mr. Keyes said that the local hospital board has done all it 
could to keep costs down over the last year. 

And there was the complaint that this year’s overall 
percentage increase will not be sufficient to make ends 
meet, 

‘What they said they’d give us would only be six and a 
half percent of what it cost to run the hospital over 1975.” 

Looking at the decision by governments all over Canada to 
cut their expenses by trimming back on health services it 
must make people wonder about priorities. 

When the country or region is prosperous, it is precisely 
because healthy people have contributed to that prosperity. 
It seems odd that at the first sign that things are going 
wrong, the government scalpels come out against health 
services, and constraints are placed against the institutions 
which supply the very means to keep the people healthy. 

The public, according to a Sturgeon Hospital district 
official, will see that the hospitals have been placed in an 
impossible position and the ‘health of the people is not the 
place where you want to cut corners.” 

No one denies there is a need to cut down the spiral of 

* costs, but to do it that harshly, where the health of the 
people is involved is hardly effective. 

There must be lots of other dead wood in the nation which 
can be pruned, without hacking away at the roots of the 
people’s health.

The fully equipped vehicle 
will then be turned over to 
trained Morinville volunteers 
who will man the ambulance

Pesticide importation 


regulation 


Alberta Agriculture ad- 
vised farmers and others 
planning to import unre- 
gistered pesticides for their 
own use to contact Agri- 
culture Canada's plant pro- 
ducts division before pur- 
chasing the product. 

According to information 
received from Agriculture 
Canada, a new regulation 
came into effect earlier this 
month which states that a 
person importing a pesticide 
for his own use must 
complete a declaration form 
giving a detailed description 
of the product and its in- 
tended use. If the importa- 
tion is approved, the pros- 
pective importer must sign 


changed 


the form in the presence of a 
plant products division off- 
icer who will then counter- 
sign it. 

The previous regulation 
required much less detailed 
information. Also, the pros- 
pective importer could obtain 
a simplified version of the 
present form from a number 
of agencies in addition to the 
plant products division. Now 
they can be obtained only 
from a plant products divi- 
sion office. These offices, 
located in Grande Prairie, 
Edmonton, Red Deer, Cal- 
gary and Lethbridge, also 
have more information on the 
new regulations. 


Dugout odours 


A high concentration of 
organic matter will cause the 
water in a dugout to turn 
black when it is frozen over 
and will cause the water to 
develop an offensive odour. 

The problem is not en- 
countered in the summer 
because the water is exposed 
to the oxygen in the air which 
breaks down the organic 
matter without producing

any odour. 

Any hydrogen sulphide 
that is produced is soon 
dissipated. 

This time of year, after the 
ice has melted, the odour 
problem should clear up by 
itself. The same situation can 
be prevented from happen- 
ing the next year by con- 
trolling weed and algae 
growth before it becomes 
established in the spring. 

Chemicals like copper sul- 
phate control algae and a 
chemical like Diquat controls 
aquatic weeds.

Riviere Qui Barre pioneer 
passes at 9! years 


Mrs. Mary McRae, believ- 
ed to be the oldest pioneer of 
the Riviere Qui Barre district 
died on March 22 in West 
Covina, California, where 
she had made her home with 
her daughter Margaret over 
the past 10 years. 

Born January 24, 1885 in 
Kimeo, Kansas, Mrs. McRae 
was the eldest daughter of 
John McNamara and Mar- 
garet Nash. 

The family arrived in St. 
Albert in March, 1895, and 
lived there until that fall, 
then moved to Riviere Qui 
Barre, where they farmed 
the north half of Section 
20-55-26-4. Their home had 
the first shingled roof north 
of St. Albert. It was erected 
by a building bee, as were 
most buildings of that time. 
In 1904 they built the 
Shamrock Hotel, in the 
village of Riviere Qui Barre, 
to accommodate the numer- 
ous settlers moving north. It 
was a licensed hotel, and 
they also had a livery stable. 
The village was flourishing at 
that time. 

Mary McNamara married 
Farquhar D. McRae, Feb- 
ruary 2, 1915, who also was a 
pioneer. They made their 
home on a farm, one mile 
east and one and a half north 
of the village. They raised a 
family of five sons and one 
daughter. Mr. McRae died 
July 4, 1961. Mrs. McRae 
was predeceased by her two 
eldest sons, Stephen and 
Colin, and by her three 
brothers: John Jr., Thomas 
and Edward. 


Surviving are three sons, 
Vincent and Neil of North 
Surrey, B.C., and L. Angus 
of Edmonton; one daughter, 
Margaret Feren of Covina, 
one sister, Mrs. Margaret 
Bedard of St. Paul, Alberta; 
12 grandchildren, two great- 
grandchildren, numerous 
nieces and nephews and a 
host of friends.

In 1976 the maximum allowable 
rent increase may be no more 
than 10% of your base rent 
unless it is specifically 
authorized by a Rent 
Regulation Officer.
